They have at- 
tempted to make it appear to those 
with Democratic instincts that it has 
been the regular thing for 100 years for 
Democratic statesmen to champion sil­ 
ver and < heap money.

If, as they teach the people, we had 
the concurrent circulation of gold and 
silver from the passage of the act of 
17112 down to the suspension of the coin­ 
age of the silver dollar in 1878, why 
was this change made? Are they igno­ 
rant, or do they disg uise the fact that 
| alter the act of 17112 gold relatively to 
silver was undervalued and went out of 
! circulation because it was worth a lit 
tie more as bullion than as money? 
Do 
j they forget or do they suppress the fact 
that gold remained out of circulation 
for more than 80 years prior to 1884?

“ Are they uninformed, or do they 
conceal the fact that statesmen illustri 
ous in Democratic annals 
for many 
years prior to the administration of 
J ackson advocated the restoration of the 
gold currency? 
Have tney never read 
I history, or do they withhold the truth, 
when they ignore the fact that the hank 
! of the United Stales selfishly opposed 
I he rest ora t ion because the people would 
prefer its bank notes to a currency so 
bulky and inconvenient aH si ver? 
If 
was J ackson who saw the necessity for 
action, and who struck the blow which 
crushed 
the bank and hroug.it hard 
money to the pockets of the people. 
If 
Was Thomas 11. Denton, speaking for 
the administration of J ackson, who do 
dared in the senate that the only way 
to crush the power of the bank was to 
restore gold to circulation. 
Here was 
the necessity and the only reason fori 
the passage of the act of 1824 establish­ 
ing the ratio of 1(1 to 1. 
“ The similarity between the discus­ 
sion which took place in 1884 and the 
discussion which took place in 188(1 is 
striking and instructive. 
Hard money 
Democrats, in supporting the policy of 
J ackson, advanced the same arguments 
which the sound money Democrats ad 
vaneed in supporting 
the

of 
A levdand. 
If the hard money 
Deni 
oerats insisted that the undervaluation ! 
of gold by the act of 171)2 forced it out 
of circulation, the sound money Dem 
\ 
oerats insisted that tin» proposition in j 
tlie ( 'hicago platform to overvalue nil i 
ver, if carried into effect, would bring j 
about the same result. 
“ It the hard money Democrats recog i 
mased that the act of 1 71)2 had no per 
ceptihle influence on the commercial 
value of either gold or silver, and the 
only way to restore gold to circulation 
was to change the ratio, the sound mon­ 
ey Democrat!) recognized that the free 
mintag e of silver at the ratio of 10 to 1 
when the market ratio was 82 to 1 
would result inevitably m silver mono­ 
metallism. 
If tho hard money Dem 
oerats contended “ that all mankind had 
a predilection for g o ld ,’’ the sound mon­ 
ey Democrats contended that a gold 
standard was preferable 
to a 
silver 
standard. If the hard money Democrats, 
in order to maintain the gold currency 
when restored, undervalued silver by

“ The truth is the country is indebted 
to the hard money Democrats, of whom 
J ackson was tho chief, for tin* gold 
standard. 
1 could go on and show’ how 
tin* act of 1884 had an effect ex actly op­ 
posite to that of 171)2, how under the 
operations of the same inflex ible eco 
liomie law gold went out of circulation 
under the one and silver under the oth­ 
er, how congress in 1858, on account of 
the retirement of silver, was forced to 
com it as subsidiary money in order to 
supply the iieopJe w ith small change, 
and how the silver dollars ceased to 
flow from tlie mints and gold was coin­ 
ed in great quantities. 
But this is for­ 
eign to my tex t. 
“ My purpose is to show that the ad­ 
vocates of the Chicago platform have 
no right to conjure with the name of 
Andrew J ackson. That platform has no 
precedent in the history and traditions 
of the Democratic party. 
It promises a 
new dispensation in monetary science 
never dreamed of in the philosophy of 
j Us great leaders.

A Story of a Hairy, a I,r-a« l Mine, Lead 
I oin* and 
o f fin ite Q u eer People W ho 
W anted Waif« *« Reduced. 
There was once a dairyman w’ho did 
a large and prosperous business. 
He 
j was known and respected by a large 
com mu mt v, and nearly all th** 
people 
who knew him did business with him. 
I do not know what his real name was, 
hut they ( ailed him Uncle Sam. At the 
early day when these thing s happened 
there was very little money, and people 
used bar lead, bullets and tobacco for 
change. Finally Uncle Sam, who was a 
rather unusual character, read a pas­ 
sage in one of Aristotle’s works in re­ 
gard to the invention of money, that “ it 
was afterward determined in value by 
men putting a stamp on it in order 
that it may save them the trouble of 
weig hing it. ” 
So Uncle Sam built a stamping ma­ 
chine which would stamp out an Eng ­ 
lish penny’s worth of lead and was worth 


h pint of milk, as he was then sell­ 
ing milk. 
These checks proved to he 
quite convenient. 
People found them 
all full weig ht, and Uncle Sam ’s work­ 
men and servants t<x ik their pay in 
them, 
People also sold him their cows 
for them, and Uncle Sara sold milk for 
them. 
Sometimes the people used the 
lead coins for bullets and for weights, 
but Uncle Sam didn’t care very much. 
Althoug h it did cost him something to 
coin them, lie had passed them at their 
lead value. 
In fact, Uncle Sam would 
ex chang e coins for bar lead at any time, 
w eig ht for weig ht, as a matter of pub­ 
lic convenience. 
Some other people 
made eoins in a mold occasionally, but 
people g enerally weighed them in order 
to find whether they were as heavy as 
I rich' Sam ’s coins. 
Uncle Sam said he 
didn’t care how many coins they made, 
and he would take them himself if they 
were full weig ht. 
A lead mine was discovered not very 
far from Uncle S am ’s, and lead went 
down in price to about half what it had 
been. 
A great many people who had 
some of U nde Sam ’s lead began to 
wonder what he was g oing to do about 
the matter. Tho checks were worth on­ 
ly a halfpenny now. 
They discovered 
that 
Uncle Sam was still receiving 
them for a penny’s worth of milk and 
that he was continuing to pay them cur­ 
to his workmen just as before. 
His business was enlarging, and he 
was stumping out these checks in larger 
, numbers than ever 
People sold him 
hay and cows for them at the same rate, 
for he had said that he intended to 
maintain the parity o:! his checks and 
the penny. People didn’t use his checks 
for bullets now, for bar lead cost only 
half as much. And Uncle Sam request­ 
ed his friends not to make any of these 
checks out of bar lead, for 
he didn’t 
like to accept halfpenny checks for a 
penny unless he had passed them off on 
the public for a penny’s worth f labor.

The nex t thing of note that happened 
to Uncle Sam was this: The people who 
owned the lead mine heard about his 
scheme, and they got, up a convention 
in order to seo if something couldn’t bo 
done for lead. 
They wanted to get tho 
good old prices. 
They proposed that 
Uncle « Sam should coin the whole out­ 
put of their mine free and let them cart 
away tlie checks, since they owned the 
lead. They tried to make Uncle Sam be­ 
lieve that this would double the price 
of h ad and he could g o right on doing 
business as if nothing had happened. 
There was also some talk to the effect 
that people couldn’t pay their debts un­ 
less they could get, some cheap money 
to pay with. 
Tho working people were g etting a 
penny 
a 
day, 
and 
many 
of 
them 
thought these lead pennies they were 
g etting were too good and would buy 
too much at the stores. 
They joined 
the free coinage movement in order to 
g et a cheap penny which would buy on- 
i ly half as much as the present penny, 
with a view of restoring lead to its old 
price, so people could pay their debts in 
cheap money. 
They said they would 
trust to luck to get their wages doubled. 
Some of the wiser ones shook their 
heads and said Uncle Sam certainly 
couldn t carry the v. hole lead output at 
twice its 
in; rket x .ih.e. 
They were 
confident th;tf it 
he should attempt to 
do so the load coins would soon pass at 
their junk value. 
This would upset 
credits and business and ruin the whole 
community. 
When 1 finish the translation of this 
story and learn how the tangle was set­ 
tled, I w ill write ag ain.—-Francis K.

Hon. J ohn Russell Young, a former 
U nit'd States minister to China, re­ 
gards General Grant’h part in arranging 
a treaty of p ac e between China and 
J apan as o n 
of tie* shining achieve­ 
ments of his career. Writing of “ When 
Grant Went Round the World’’ in The 
Ladies’ Home J ournal, Mr Young says 
Prince Kung, then a sort of regent for 
China, in his conversations at Peking 
with General Grant, talked with ear­ 
nestness upon the relations between Chi­ 
na and J apan. 
ri bis led to a message 
from the prince to the mikado, an ex ­ 
traordinary incident little known in the 
histories, and the whole business in 
time to be so managed by the general 
that war between the two nations was 
postponed. “ At Nikko, J apan, General 
Grant met the J apanese ministers, who 
came by the m ikado’s command, to dis­ 
cuss with him the 
message he had 
brought from Prince Kung and Li Hung 
Chang. 
Count Ito, secretary of tlie in­ 
terior; Count « Saigo, the minister of 
war; 
Count Inouye, foreign minister, 
and Mr Yoshida, the J apanese envoy 
to Washington, composed the embassy. 
They sat in a little temple (tlie after­ 
noon sultry, a thunder storm rattling 
among tin* lulls) and discussed tlie is­ 
sues. 
In the end was a letter addressed 
to Prince Kung and the J apanese prime 
minister, containing sug g estions which 
were accepted by both governments. 
It 
was a basis of peace not to be broken 
for many years. 
So it w ill be seen that 
there were useful days, as w ell as days 
of pageantry, in J apan. General Grant 
in time became not alone the friend but 
the companion of the mikado and his 
counselors. ’’

All by the name of dogs; tho valued file 
Distinguishes the swift, the slow, the subtle, 
The housekeeper, the hunter, every one 
According to the gift which bounteous nature 
Hath in him clos’d, whereby he does receive 
Particular addition, from the bill 
That writes them all alike, and so of men. 
That is, in a g eneral list of dogs w e

ex perienced the effects of its benign in- 
flu Tice throughout his whole body. The 
opportunity was too tempting to be lost. 
Davy did nothing more, but desired liis 
patient to return on the following day. 
The same ceremony was repeated, and 
the results followed, and at the end of j 
a fortnight lie was dismissed cured, no

remedy of any kind ex cept the ther- i 
mometer having b< u used.— N ew York 
Ledger.

Its head is furnished i 
w ithtw opincherlike poison fangs,which 
work horizontally toward each other. ; 
and instead of legs its rearmost joint is 
furnished with two long hooked claws, 
which 
drag behind as the centiped 
walks, and by which it can hang head 
downward from any place to which it 
can fix them. 
If a chance is given the 
centiped, it will run from the presence 
of man, aud most of the cases where 
men have been bitten by one of these 
reptiles have couie about through the 
man rolling upon them or in some other 
way crowding them while asleep 
The sensation produced by a centi­ 
pede’s crawling upon the bare skin, 
w’ith its numerous aud keenly pointed 
feet, is usually described as similar to 
that of being touched w ith a red hot 
poker. 
If the person thus invaded re­ 
main perfectly still, the reptile will 
crawl off as soon as it can. 
If an a t­ 
tempt be made to shake it off, it sets 
every claw into the flesh in the effort to 
hold* on, with an effect like the sim ul­ 
taneous stinging by a score of bees, and 
if any way it bo crowded or jammed it 
bites, injecting a poisou which, though 
less virulent than that of the tarantula 
or rattlesnake, causes a serious slough­ 
ing from the wound during the progress 
of recovery .—New York Sun.

There is no reasou in the world why 
men, whether average men or men of 
genius, should despise the cooking of 
their food. They never show, or are re­ 
quired to show, the same contempt to­ 
ward any other art, and on no other is 
their mental calm more completely de­ 
pendent.

To be 
arrested is to be pinched; to be convict­ 
ed is to fall.
